to fly nonstop from Moscow to New 
York for the opening of the fair. 

Kokkinaki, who passed over the 
Scandanivian countries and Iceland 
after hopping from Moscow, 
planned to turn southwest from 
Greenland, skirt Labrador and fly 
down the coast .o New York. 

He reported his plane was func- 
tioning smoothly and was well up 
to schedule, 

At 4:48 p. m. Kokkinaki radioed 
that he had passed Reykjavik, Ice- 
land. 

Kokkinaki lifted his twin-motored 
plane Moskva (Moscow) from the 
long concrete runway at 4:19 a. m. 
(7:19 p. m. St. Louis time Thurs- 
day) for the 4700-mile flight along 
the Great Circle route. 

He expected to complete the 
flight within 25 hours—the first 
nonstop flight between Moscow and 
New York. 

The Moskva reported perfect 
weather before reaching Finland. 
The plane took off into a clear sky, 
leaving the ground with ease de- 
spite its heavy fuel load. 

The Soviet-built plane—the same 
in which Kokkinaki flew nonstop 
from Moscow to Vladivostok last 
June, a distance of 4722 miles, in 24 
hours and 36 minutes—is the low- 
wing type, with retractable landing 
gear and dual controls. 

Its name is painted on the’ under- 
wing surface in Slavic characters, 
appearing to read “Mockba.” 

Gen. Kokkinaki is a member of 
the Supreme Soviet (Parliament) 
of the U. 8S.

On June 18, 1935, Joachim von 
Ribbentrop, then German Ambas- 
sador at large, confirming the 
British-German naval pact, de- 
scribed it in a letter to Sir Samuel 
Hoare, then British Foreign Secre- 
tary, as “a permanent and definite 
agreement.” 

No Denunciation Clause. 

The pact did not include any de- 
nunciation clause, and according to 
an official Foreign Office spokes- 
man, lacking such a clause, the 
pact can be terminated only by 
“written agreement between’ the 
two parties.” 

Britain always has contended 
that the naval pact could not be 
repudiated by one nation. 

The accord, signed June 18, 1935, 
limited Germany’s fleet to 35 per 
cent of the total tonnage of Brit- 
ain’s navy and provided for limi- 
tation of armaments. 

Germany in December, 1938, took 
advantage of its rights under the 
treaty and announced its intention 
to build up its submarine tonnage 
to equal Britain’s. Germany also 
increased the armaments on two 
10,000-ton cruisers. 

Another Speech Recalled. 
Naval experts in London believe 
Hitler summed up Germany’s naval 
relations with Britain in another 
Reichstag speech on May 21, 1935, 
when he said: 

“Germany has not .. . the nec- 
essity or the means to participate 
in any new naval rivalry.” 

On Hitler’s speech as a whole, 
Foreign Office spokesmen refused 
immediately to comment. 

An English translation was be- 
ing studied carefully by Prime Min- 
ister Chamberlain at No. 10 Down- 
ing street, by Foreign Secretary 
Viscount Halifax in the Foreign Of- 
fice, and by heads of the Western 
Department of the Foreign Office.

KENYON EXECUTED

Howell County Farmer, 22, 
Put to Death for Murder 
of Dr. J. C. B. Davis of 


Willow Springs.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 238.— 
Robert Kenyon, Howell County 
farmer, who murdered Dr. J. C. B. 
Davis of Willow Springs, Mo., in 
January, 1937, after kidnaping the 
elderly physician for $5000 ransom, 
was executed a few minutes after 


midnight in the lethal gas chamber 
in the Missouri State Penitentiary 
here. 

The 22-year-old killer showed lit- 
tle emotion while he sat strapped 
in a metal seat inside the steel and 
glass “gas tank” waiting for the 
gas, but uttered a long, gasping cry, 
easily heard through the small 
death house, after he first inhaled 
the deadly cyanide fumes. Physi- 
cians said he apparently died two 
minutes and 15 second. after the 
gas was turned on. 

Harold C. Davis, 32, of Sedalia, 
son of Dr. Davis, witnessed the exe- 
cution. Davis, an oil dealer, said 
Kenyon “took it like a cold-blooded 
killer.” He said Kenyon “killed my 
dad in cold blood.” 


Tenth to Die in Chamber. 


Kenyon was the tenth man to die 
in the lethal gas chamber under a 
1937 act which substituted gas for 
hanging as the method of legal 
executions in Missouri. 

Acting Warden Edison Blagg said 
Kenyon made no statement con- 
cerning his crime before his death, 
and that his last request of prison 
officials had been for an evening 
meal of ham and eggs and vanilla 
ice cream.

Fehringer will pre- 
sent the Turners’ cup to the win- 
ner of the annual interscholastic 
gymnastic meet tonight at Roose- 
velt High School.

In addition 
I considered it desirable to keep to 
the method of procedure initiated 
by President Roosevelt and to in- 
form the rest of the world on my 
part and by our means of my an- 
ewer. 

But T should like also to take 
this opportunity of giving expres- 
sion to feelings with which the tre- 
mendous historical] happiness of the 
month of March inspire me. I can 
give vent to my deepest feelings 
only in the form of humble thanks 
to Providence who called upon me 
and vouchsafed to me, once an un- 
known soldier of the great war, to 
rise to be the leader of my S50 
dearly-loved people. 

Without Shedding Blood. 


Providence caused me to find the} 


way to free our people from its 
deepest misery without any shed- 
ding of blood, and to lead it up- 
wards once more, Providence has 
granted that I might fulfill my 
life’s task—to raise my German 
people up out of the depth of de- 
feat and to liberate it from the 
bonds of the most infamous dictate 
of all times, for this alone has been 
the aim of my actions. 

Since the day on which I entered 
politics I have been moved by no 
other idea than that of winning 
back the freedom of the German 
nation, restoring the power and 
strength of the Reich, overcoming 
the internal disruption of the na- 
tion, remedying its isolation from 
the rest of the world, and safe- 
guarding maintenance of its inde- 
pendent economic and political ex- 
istence. 

[ have worked only to restore 
that which others once broke by 
force. I have desired only to make 
good that which Satanic malice or 
human wnreason destroyed or de- 
molished. I have therefore taken 
no step which violated the rights 
of others, but have only restored 
that justice which was violated 20 
years ago. , 

The present greater German 
Reich contains no territory which 
was not from the earliest times 
part of this Reich, not bound up 
with or subject to its sovereignty. 
Long before an American contin- 
ent had been discovered—to say 


nothing of settled—by white people, 


this Reich existed not merely in 


its present extent but with the ad- 
dition of many regions and prov- 


inces which have since been lost. 
People Not Guilty. 


Twenty-one years ago when the 


bloodshed of war came to an end 
millions of minds were filled with 


the ardent hope that a peace of 


reason and justice would reward 
and bless the nations which had 
been visited by the fearful scourge 
of the great war. I say “reward” 
for all these men and women, what- 
ever the conclusions arrived at by 
historians, bore no responsibility 
for these fearful happenings. 

And if in some countries there 
still were politicians who even at 
that time could be charged with 
responsibility for this, the most 
atrocious massacre of all time, yet 
vast numbers of combatant soldiers 
of every country and nation were 
at most deserving of pity, but were 
by no means guilty. 

I myself as you know had never 
played a part in politics before the 
war, and only like millions of oth- 
ers performed such duties as I was 
called upon to fulfill as a decent 
citizen and soldier. It was there- 
fore with an absolutely clear con- 

- science that I was able to take up 
the cause of freedom and the fu- 
ture of my people, both during and 
after the war.

|  Rebbed by Mad Polit‘cians. 

This document of Versailles has 
fortunately been set down in black 
and white for later generation. For 
otherwise it would be later regard- 
‘ed as a fabulous product of a wild 
corrupt fantasy. Nearly 115 million 
people have been robbed of their 
right of self-determination, not by 
victorious soldiers but by mad pol- 
iticians, and have been arbitrarily 
removed from old communities and 
made part of new ones without any 
consideration of blood, origin, rea- 
ison and the economic conditions of 
‘life. 
| The results were dreadful. 
‘Though at that time statesmen 
were able to destroy a great many 
things, there was one factor which 
could not be eliminated: the gigan- 
tic mass of people living in Central 
Europe, crowded together in a con- 
fined space, can only ensure its 
daily bread by the highest intensity 
of work and consequently of order. 

But what did these statesmen of 
the so-called Democratic empires 
know of these problems? 

A crowd of the most stupid and 
ignorant people was let loose on 
humanity.

His Binding Declarations. 

T have given binding declarations 
to a large number of states. 

None of these states can complain 
hat even a trace of a demand con- 
trary thereto has ever been made 
on them by Germany. None of the 
Scandinavian statesmen, for exam- 
ple, can contend that a request has 
ever been put to them by the Ger- 
man Government or by German 
public opinion which was incom-| 
patible with the sovereignty and 
integrity of their state. I was 
pleased that a number of European 
states availed themselves of these 
declarations by the German Gov- 
ernment to express and emphasize 
their desire for absolute neutrality. 
This applies to Holland, Belgium, 
Switzerland, Denmark, etcetera, 

I have already mentioned France. 


the Bavarian tribe did contribute 
a major portion. Later this ost- 
mark became the crown lands and 
nucleus of the five-century-old Ger- 
man Empire, with Vienna as the 
capital of the German Reich of 
that period. This German Reich 
was finally broken up in the course 
of a gradual dissolution by Na- 
poleon the Corsican, but continued 
to exist as a German federation, 
and not so long ago fought and 
suffered in the greatest war of all 
time as an entity which was an 
expression of the national feelings 
of the people, even if it was no 
longer one united state. I myself 
am a child of this ostmark. 
Holy Task of My Life. 

Not only was the German Reich 
destroyed and Austria split up into 
its component parts by the crim- 
inals of Versailles, but Germans 
also were forbidden to acknowledge 
that community which they had 
confessed for more than 1000 years. 
I have always regarded elimination 
of this state of affairs as the high- 
est and most holy task of my life. 
I have never failed to proclaim 
this determination. And I have 
always been resolved to realize 
these ideas which haunted me day 
and night, 

I should have sinned against my 
call by providence had I failed in 
my own endeavor to lead by na- 
tive country and my German peo- 
ple of Ostmark back to the Reich 
and, thus, to the community of 
German people. 

In doing so, moreover, I have 
wiped out the most disgraceful side 
of the Treaty of Versailles. I have 
once more established the right of 
self-determination and done away 
with democratic oppression of 7,- 
500,000 Germans, 

I removed the ban which prevent- 
ed them from voting on their own 
fate, and carried out this vote be- 
fore the whole world. The result 
was not only what I expected but 
also precisely what had been an- 
ticipated by the Versailles demo- 
cratic oppressors of the peoples. 
For why else did they stop a pleb- 
iscite on the question of Ansch- 
luss ?

HITLER’S ANSWER. 
Adolf Hitler, in his address today responding to | 


President Roosevelt's peace appeal,’ gave a devious, 


It was an address by turns | 


pugnacious and conciliatory. It was an address in | 
which shocking factual distortions and irrefutable | 
truths were intermingled. Hitler by turns flattered | 
and sneered at the democracies. He asserted his de- | 
votion to peace, and his reliance on the instruments | 
of war. He denied Germany threatened any nation, 
and he gloried in the destruction of Czecho-Slovakia. 

When the rhetoric of the two-and-a-quarter-hour 
address is sifted and the camouflage is penetrated, 
these facts stand out: Hitler has accepted with broad 
qualifications Mr. Roosevelt’s request for reciprocal 


rejected the suggestion for a general world con- 
ference. He will enter bilateral agreements, but 
will have nothing to do with a multilateral pact, 
after his long-standing strategy of dealing with only 
one nation at a time. (Ironically enough, while Hit- 
ler offers to enter new agreements, he denounces two 
previous agreements—the naval pact with England 
and the non-aggression treaty with Poland.) 

What must be kept in mind in weighing the address 
is its unprecedented setting. Hitler was ostensibly 
speaking directly to “Herr Roosevelt,” and stating 
policies for the benefit of the nations which he ac- 
cuses of encircling Germany. The most important 
part of his audience, however, was his own people. 

Elaborate arrangements had been made so that 
every German citizen heard the address. The Fueh- 
rer’s evident purpose was to reassure his people. Mr. 
Roosevelt’s message, with its grave warning of immi- 
nent war peril had penetrated to them. Hence Hit- 
ler’s detailed justification of his past policies, his 
emphatic statements that he wanted peace for Ger- | 
many’s development and his boasts of peaceful ac- |

The formation of the anti-aggressor bloc and Brit- 
ain’s adoption of conscription undoubtedly influenced 
the speech. Hitler expressed hope for friendly re- 
lations with Britain.

In our opinion, the reasons of fiscal ex- 
pediency advanced in support of such tax- 
ation are far outweighed by disadvantages, 
which are twofold. In the first place, most 
consumption levies fall more heavily on the 
poor than on the rich. It is estimated that 
low-income families in America are obliged 
to expend about 15 cents out of every dol- 
lar of income in hidden taxes. 

We regard as even more important the 
fact that consumption levies, particularly 
upon lower-income groups, absorb sums that 
otherwise might be expended upon the prod- 
ucts of factories or farms.

Having expressed the view that certain 
taxes on the poor should be repealed, it is 
incumbent on us to show how taxes else- 
where can be increaséd. 

In the United States there are about 10,- 
000,000 security holders, 45,000,000 gsav- 
ings-bank accounts, and 25,000,000 automo- 
bile owners. Yet in 1936 only 5,413,499 peo- 
ple filed Federal income tax returns, and 
less than 2,900,000 paid any income tax. So 
far as taxes are concerned, the United States 
has a caste system, imposing excessive bur- 
dens on the wealthy at one extreme and the 
poor at the other; but the middle class is 
hardly aware of the Federal tax collector. 

The United States exempts a married 
couple from all taxation below an income 
of $2500—usually $2750 because of the 
earned-income exemption—but in Britain 
the tax exemption applies only to couples 
having less than $900. Finally, in Britain 
the normal tax is 27.5 per cent, although 
people in the minimum tax categories pay 
about one-third the normal rate. In con- 
trast, the United States imposes a normal 
tax of only 4 per cent. In Sweden, exemp- 
tions are lower even than in Britain.

They think that if direct taxes are 
increased, the popular demand for the 
abolition of consumption levies will inevit- 
ably mount; in contrast, if we do not in- 
crease income taxes at once, there is grave 
danger that new consumption levies will be 
imposed. 

Finally, we believe that more revenue 
could well be obtained from the lower brack- 
ets of the estate tax. Although the United 
States imposes no taxes on estates below 
$40,000, Britain’s taxes begin at $500. 

We think Congress should lighten the 
burden of corporation taxes, reduce mod- 
erately the highest surtaxes and change the 
method of taxing capital gains. 

It is possible that if the features in our 
tax system penalizing eriterprise remain 
unchanged, future investment will be made 
more and more by government and by peo- 
ple of medium-sized incomes who invest 
money largely in Government bonds or in 
savings banks and life-insurance companies 
that cannot invest in common stocks. 

There is danger, therefore, that unless Gov- 
ernment frankly enters the field of produc- 
tive investment and socializes the economy, 
venture capital needed to stimulate new en- 
terprise will disappear, and that our econ- 
omy will remain in a condition of stagna- 
tion under which unemployment will con- 
tinue to exist. We wish to reiterate that 
excessive taxation upon the rich levied in 
the name of social justice may have the 
effect of continuing unemployment.

CAPT. CALDWELL DIES: 
ADMIRAL DEWEY'S AID 


Born in St. Louis; First Sub- 
marine Commander in 
American Navy.

NEW YORK, April 28.—Capt. 
Harry H. Caldwell, ". S. N. (re- 
tired), who commanded the first 
commissioned submarine of the 
navy, served as flag secretary to 
Admiral Dewey at the battle of 
Manila and was Admiral Dewey's 
best man when he married Mrs. 
Mildred McLean Hazen in 1899, 
died yesterday at the Naval Hos 


pital in Brooklyn after an illness 
of six months. He was 66 years 
old, 

Surviving are his wife, Mrs. 
Katherine Hilliker Caldwell, whom 
he married in 1921, and a son, 
Harry H. Caldwell Jr., a student 
sat the Admiral Farragut Academy 
in Pine River, N. J. His home was 
iat Hotel des Artistes, this city. 

Capt. Caldwell resigned from the 
navy in 1909 and had spent his 
time since then, except for several 
years of the World War, in the 
motion picture industry.

Academic Degree of Master for Instructors, 


Elimination of Rul 


e Against Married 


Women, Among Recommendations. 


By RICHARD G. BAUMHOFF 

Of the Post-Dispatch Staff. 
Increase of the proportion of men 
in the public school teaching corps 
of 3000 persons from 15 per cent to 
25 per cent, for a salutary effect 
on pupils, is urged in the survey 
report delivered ta the Board of 
Education recently. Other out- 
standing recommendations con- 
cerning the instructional personnel 
follow: 

Requirement that all teachers 
employed hereafter, including 
those in grade schools, possess 
at least the academic degree of 
Master (one step beyond Bach- 
elor) or its equivalent. 

Elimination of the rule against 
employment of married women 
as teachers. 

Rescindment of the virtual re- 
striction of employment in the 
grade school corps to St. Louis- 
ans who are graduates of the 
board’s teachers’ colleges, so that 
talented outsiders may be hired. 

Reduction of new classes in the 
teachers’ colleges, because there 
already is an oversupply of teagh- 
ers. While not stated in the 
report, the way is pointed to aban- 
donment of the comparatively 
costly teachers’ colleges. 

Retirement of superannuated 
teachers and principals on pen- 
sions at age 65. 

Reduction of size of some 
classes, in most serious instances, 
immediately, and of others when 
financially possible — meaning 
more teachers. 

Adoption of a_ single salary 
schedule, ignoring arbitrary rat- 
ings, but based on professional 
training and length of service, 
with increments at regular inter- 
vals, to put grade and high school 
teachers and principals on a par- 
ity. No incumbent’s salary would 
be reduced. 

Encouragement of study, travel 
and other forms of self-improve- 
ment. 

Provision of 10 consecutive 
days’ sick leave, with pay, and 
encouragement of health protec- 
tion and mental hygiene. 

This section of the report was 
prepared by W. S. Elsbree of Teach- 
ers’ College, Columbia University. 


“strongly suggests the need for 
some administrative device to en- 
courage in-service study. The sal- 
ary schedule proposed is designed 
to stimulate professional growth 
and, coupled with a wise guidance 
program for teachers, will do much 
to remedy the present situation.” 


Personnel “Rather Mature.” 


Recently the number of teachers 
dying or resigning annually has 
averaged only 89, or 3 per cent of 
the corps, and the typical white 
teacher has taught here 20 years, 
in grade school, or 23 years in high 
school, the personnel as a whole 
being “rather mature.” Average 
age of teachers follows: White 
grade schools, 45 years; white high 
schools, 48; Negro grade schools, 
35; Negro high schools, 40. One 
teacher out of every nine is 65 or 
older. 

In the absence of a retirement 
plan, the report continues, teachers 
“stay on indefinitely and are ap- 
parently protected in their position 
by tenure until complete disability 
or death forces their separation 
from the classroom. This condition 
calls for immediate action, if the 
interests of children are to be ade- 
quately served.” Except for the 
rather large group of superannuated 
teachers, there need be no alarm 
concerning the age of teachers or 
their long sojourn here, it is added, 
but “teachers need to be reminded 
that the last two decades have 
witnessed many changes in Ameri- 
can eaucation that have a direct 
bearing ugon the teaching process.” 

Fifty-three per cent of the teach- 
ers did not attend a summer school 
or take an extension course in the 
five years preceding last Dec. 1. 
The personnel director, it is urged, 
should conduct a training program. 


Sick Leave With Pay. 


In addition to the proposed full 
pay for sick leave of 10 days, which 
would cover about 83 per cent of 
the cases, the superintendent and 
the board would pass on appropri- 
ate allowances for longer periods. 
The present rule is half-pay for not 
more than 25 consecutive days.

Three-quarters of the principals 
here are men, and the report calls 
attention to resentment on the 
part of women to reservation of so 
many of the better jobs for men, 
with the declaration that merit and 
professional promise, not sex, 
should be the basis of selection. 
Average age Of white grade school 
principals is 61, while one out of 
five is 65 or older and one out of 
seven is 70 or older. 

The principals’ present salary 
schedule, running up to $5000 a 
year in grade schools and $6000 in 
high schools, provide no recognition 
for training, the report says, add- 
ing: “Individuals holding the high- 
est degree are allowed no differen- 
tials beyond those accorded to col- 
leagues whose education does not 
extend beyond the undergraduate 
college; in some instances the edu- 
cation of principals is markedly 
lower than that of the teachers 
under their supervision, yet their 
salaries are disproportionately 
higher.” 

Payment of elementary principals

I am happy it has proved possi- 
ble, even to the annoyance of demo- 
cratic interests, to avoid this catas- 
trophe in Central Europe, thanks 
to our own moderation and also 
to the good judgment of Czech 
people. That which the best and 
wisest Czechs have struggled for 
decades to attain, is as matter of 
course granted to this people in 
the National Socialist German 
Reich, namely, the right to their 
own nationality and the right to 
foster this nationality and to re- 
vive it. National Socialist Ger- 
many has no notion of ever be- 
traying the racial principles of 
which we are proud. They will be 
beneficial not only to the German 
nation but to the Czech people as 
well. 

But we do demand recognition of 
a historical necessity and of an 
economic exigency in which we all 
find ourselves. When I announced 
the solution of this problem in the 
Reichstag On Feb. 22, 1938, I was 
convinced I was obeying the neces- 
sity of a Central European situa- 
tion.

As late as March, 1938, I believed

4. Solution of the Ukrainian ques- 
tion. 
Axis Powers Prepared. 

As you know negotiations be- 
tween Hungary and Czecho-Slo- 
vakia had scarcely begun when 
both Czecho-Slovak and Hungarian 
negotiators requested Germany and 
Italy, the country which stands) 
side by side with Germany, to act 
as arbitrators in defining new fron- 
tiers between Slovakia, Carpatho- 
Ukraine and Hungary. The coun- 
tries concerned made no use them- 
selves of the possibility of appeal- 
ing to the four Powers; on con- 
trary, they expressly renounced this 
possibility, that is they declined it. 
And this was only natural All 
people living in this territory de- 
sired peace and quiet. Italy and 
Germany were prepared to answer 
their call. Neither England nor 
France raised any objection to this 
arrangement which actually con- 
stituted a formal departure from 
Munich agreement. Nor was it 
possible for them to do so; it would 
have been madness for Paris or 
London to have protested against 
an action on the part of Germany 
or Italy which had been undertak- 
en solely at the request of the 
countries concerned, 

The decision arrived at by Ger- 
many and Italy proved—as always 
in such cases—entirely satisfactory 
to neither party. From the very 
beginning the difficulty was that 
it had to be accepted voluntarily 
by both parties. Thus, when the 
decision came to be put into effect 
violent protests were raised imme- 
diately following on the acceptance 
by the two states. 

Hungary, prompted by general 
and particular interests, demanded

His Unbreakable Lines, 


Tt was at this juncture that I de- 
creed and ordered construction of 
the western fortifications. On Sept. 
25, 1938, they were already in such 
condition that their power of re- 
sistance was 30 to 40 times as great 
as that of the old Siegfried line in 
the Great War. They have now 
been practically completed and are 
at the present moment being en- 
larged by new lines outside Aachen 
and Saarbrucken which I ordered 
later. These, too, are very largely 
ready for defense. In view of the 
condition of these greatest fortifi-| 
cations ever constructed, the Ger- 
man nation may feel perfectly as- 
sured that no power in this world 
will ever succeed in ever breaking 
through this front. 

When the first provocative at- 
tempt at utiilzing Czech mobiliza- 
tion had failed to lead to the de-| 
sired result there then set in a sec- 
ond phase in which the tendency. 
of this affair, which really con- 
cerned Central Europe alone, be- 
came all the more obvious, 

If the cry of “never another 
Munich!” is raised in the world to- 
day this simply confirms the fact 
that a peaceful solution of the prob- 
lem appeared to be the most fatal 
thing that ever happened in the 
eyes of those war mongers. They 
are sorry no blood was shed—not 
their blood, of course—for these 
agitators are, of course, never to 
be found where shots are being 
fired but only where money is be- 
ing made! No, it is the blood of 
nameless soldiers. 


Results of Munich. 

Moreover, there would have been 
no necessity for the Munich con- 
ference, for that conference was 
only made possible by the fact that 
countries which had at first in- 
cited those concerned to resist a: 
all costs, later on, when the situ- 
ation pressed for solution in one 
way or another, were/ compelled to 
try and secure for themselves a: 
more or less respectable retreat; 
for without Munich, that is to say, 
without the interference of the 
countries of Western Europe, a so- 
lution of the entire problem—if it 
had even grown so acute—would 
very likely have been the easiest 
thing in the world. The decision 
of Munich led to the following re- 
sults: 

1. The return of the most essen- 
tial parts of German border settle- 
ments in Bohemia and Moravia to 
the Reich. 

2. The keeping open of the possi- 
bility of solution of other problems 
of that state, that is, the return 
or separation of existing Hungarian 
and Slovak minorities. 

3. There still remained the ques- 
tion of guarantees. As far as Ger- 
‘Many and Italy were concerned a 
guarantee of this state had, from 
the first, been made dependent 
upon the consent of all interested 


‘parties bordering on Czecho-Slo- 


vakia, that is to say, the guarantee

South's Error 
In Not Taking 
Lead in Dummy 


Mistake Is One Frequently 
Made by ODeclarer in 
Playing Bridge.

F a statistically minded person 
| were to make a painstaking sur- 

vey I imagine he would find that 
something like 8,642,758 contracts 
have been lost because the declar- 
er, being able to win a certain lead 
in either hand, makes the wrong 
decision. The hand shown below 
would swell the total, whatever it 
is, by one.

As will have been observed, there 


‘Was nothing sissie-like about the 
North-South bidding. North first 
chose to mention an unbiddable 
heart suit (unbiddable, even by a 
responder) and later, when his part- 
ner made the urging rebid of three 
diamonds, found values for a raise. 
As a matter of fact, the raise was 
not as bad as it looked. The ace- 
king of a suit bid and rebid by 
partner usually have a potential 
| value in excess of any side suit ace- 
king. 

| West opened the spade king. Win- 
/ning with the blank ace, declarer 
led a low diamond to the king and 
dropped East's queen. A club was 
\returned, and, when East ducked, 
‘declarer properly went right up 
| with the king and was delighted to 
i\find it held the trick. A low club 
\was returned and West’s queen 
‘held. West now played the ten of 
diamonds, and, at this point, de- 
clarer committed hari-kari—he let 
the lead ride to his own hand and 
won with the jack. Now, on anoth- 
er club lead, West showed out, and 
it did not matter whether declarer 
ruffed with dummy’s remaining 
diamond ace or ducked and gave 
East the trick. Whichever he chose, 
success was out of the question. 
Actually, he chose to ruff. After 
that East still had to be given a 
club trick and West's diamond nine 
now was the master trump. Thus, 
although declarer had found a good 
lay of cards, he was down one. 


Note the difference it would have 
made if declarer had taken West's 
jead of the diamond ten in the right 
instead of the wrong hand. Had he 
won with dummy’s diamond ace, as 
he should have, he could have en- 
tered his hand with a heart to the 
ace with a spade ruff, then 
could have led a low club. If West 
chose to ruff with the diamond nine 
he would be unable to take out 
dummy’s remaining six spot, and 
declarer could ruff away East's 
club ace at his leisure. If West 
chose to discard, rather than use 
his diamond nine, dummy would 
ruff and declarer, after returning 
to his own hand, would draw 
West's nine by leading the jack. 
Then he would concede a club trick 
to East's ace and claim the balance. 

This sort of mistake is a_ type. 
Generally speaking, a declarer can- 
not afford to use a high trump as a 
ruffer when that trump is definite- 
ly required to draw an opponents 
trump. In this case the declarer 
wasted the diamond ace for a duty 
that could have been just as well
